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Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
does not teach or fairly suggest wherein a tempo at which each subsequent said 
sequence of tones is repeated is selected to be increased or decreased during the 
predetermined period thereby accelerating or decelerating cortical alpha rhythms of the 
postnatal human and said tones in said pattern of sonic variations are an alpha rhythm 
baseline tone or a tonal variation from said alpha rhythm baseline tone (Claim 12 and 
similar language in independent in Claims 17 and 36); wherein said tones in said 
pattern of sonic variations are an alpha rhythm baseline tone or a tonal variation from 
said alpha rhythm baseline tone in which subsequent sequences increase or decrease 
in tempo (Claim 33 and similar language in Claim 37).
